200,000 population, were Kagoshlma 
and Omuta on Kyshu Island and 
Hamamatsu

Honshu Island. 
Total tonnage of the Incendiary 


bombs dropped In the low-level at- 
tacks was not 
announced. 
The 


raids were part of the 21st Bomb- 
er Command's new program of go- 
Ing after smaller Japanese cltiefe 
that harbor many small but Im- 
portant factories and thousands of 
"backyard" shops. 
Filers said they found all of Kn- 


goshlma 
brightly-lighted, 
Includ- 


ing Its naval anchorage, and ran 
into strong flax. The firse bombs 
set blazes that sent smoke boiling 
tip more than 12,000 feet and burn-

THINNING JAPANESE 
OKINAWA GARRISON 
HAS BEEN CUT IN TWO 


MORE THAN 80,000 
ENEMY SOLDIERS HAVE 
BEEN KILLED ON ISLAND

GUAM, Juno -2,— (/P>— The thin- 


ning Japanese garrison on Southern 
Okinawa was cut Into two seg- 
ments today, most of the enemy 
orces were retreating 
from the 


Yieju plateau and those In the 
rear were hammered by 200 massed 
American guns. 


At least one enemy leader, Adm, 


Vllnoru Ota, naval base force com- 
mander, killed himself. His body, 
with throat silt, was found In an 
elaborate underground 
command 


post. 


Tho Japanese dying at the rate 


of 1,600 a day, said Adm. Chester 
W. Nimltz announcing 12,766 had 
been slain In eight days, swelling 
o 80,459 the number killed since the 
invasion began April 1. 


The estimated 8,000 to 12,000 Jap- 


anese still fighting were 
falling 


back behind "Last-Stand" ridge at 
the southern edge of the plateau. 


Some of them apparently tried to 


reform neav Maka.be on the west- 
ern side of the plateau and every- 
thing up to eight-inch howitzers 
slammed Into them simultaneously. 


The Sixth marine division, fin-

It is reassuring to learn 


that there will be a rugged 
trial of important war crim- 
inals, with prospect of real 
punishment, instead of the 
mere brush-off that occur- 
red after the last war. This 
o u t c o m e seems 
assur- 


ed in the 
5,000-word re- 


port submitted to the Presi- 
dent by Robert H. Jackson 
of the 
United States Su- 


preme Court, now serving as 
prosecutor of Axis offend- 
ers.There has been in the past 
a feeling in Britain and Am- 
erica that guilt was collect- 
ive and impersonal. It wa 
evidently a reliance on such 
sentiment that let the Ger- 
man war-makers go free af- 
ter the last war, and later 
on allowed the collection of 
war indemnities to go by de- 
fault. 


That soft policy has been 


one of the factors leading 
to the second great Euro 
pean war just ended, am 
was also influential in en 
couraging the Japanese to 
launch the tragic war in the 
Pacific, now taking such a 
sad toll of American lives. 


So we get around at last 


to the grim principle that 
war guilt is definitely per- 
sonal, embracing alike mili- 
tary leaders and the nations 
they serve. We have serious 
and purposeful war trials, to 
determine such guilt, and to 
ptJnish guilty leaders along 
with their followers. This 
method is both logical and 
practical, and more likely 
ic bear fruit in future peace.
